Anniversary of the Taheitan Auxiliary Mis- 
sienary Society, May, 1821. 


May 9. Wednesday. Accompanied Bro- 
ther Darling to Papaoa, to attend the year- 
ly meeting of the missionary society. Met 
the brethren, Nott, Hayward, Wilson and 
Davies. Pomare received us very kindly. 
His soldiers were drawn up in order, about 
150 in number, with muskets and fixed 
bayonets. A congregation of between five 
and six thousand assembled about the mid- 
dle pulpit of the great chapel. Commen- 
ced the service with prayer, &c. Brother 
Nott preached from Luke xiv. 23. “ Coin- 
pel them to come in,” &c. The captain, 
officers, and passengers of the brig attend- 
ed, and expressed themselves highly grati- 
fied with the respectable and orderly be- 
haviour of the people. in the evening, 
brother Wilson commenced the service, 
and brother Darling preached from Acts 
v. 38, 39. “And now I say unto you, re- 
frain from these men,” &c. 

Thursday, May 10. Assembled in the 
great chapel with all the judges, officers 
of the Missionary Society, &c. Brother 
Bourne commenced the service ; brother 
Nott exhorted the whole Society to dili- 
gence and zeal in the good work of the 
Lord, in which they had so laudably en- 
gaged, and of which they had experienced 
such blessed effects, and concluded by re- 
questing the officers of the Society to pro- 
ceed to business. 

Tats stood up, and exhorted the mem- 
bers of the Society to bring in their sub- 
scriptions immediately, that the oil might 
be put on board the brig, now ready to take 
it to England. 

Oroore, on behalf of the king, replied 
that it should be done without fail. Some 


matters also were settled relating to the- 


regular collection of the contributions, 
which had been somewhat delayed through 
the (king’s) late mercantile affairs. 
AuurtiRo stood up, and requested that 
the laws might be revised, improved, and 
printed afresh ; ; that two principal judges 
might be appointed, who were named, Tati 
and Utami; and that the laws might be 
put into their hands, that justice might be 
administered more impartially, &c. 


“BEHOLD I BRING YOU GOOD TIDINGS OF GREAT JOY. 12? 
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Two persons sitiened the meeting, re 
questing that a Missionary might be sent to 
the little island Marua: they were inform- 
ed that a measure of that kind could not be 
discussed on such an occasion. 

Horo, aman deputed by the chiefs of 
Raiatea, in a bold and animated speech, 
demanded the young child Teriitaria, that 
he might be made king ; but this was stren- 
uously opposed by Tati, who would not 
hear of it by an. means. 

After some other matters were settled, 
being desired by the king to conclude, we 
sung a hymn, and I endeavoured to stir up 
the zeal of the king, officers, missionaries 
and people, from Eccles, ix. 10. “ What- . 
soever thy hand findeth to do, &c. conclu- 
ding with prayer. 

After we had spent a little time togethe: 
in mutual converse, we departed to our re 
spective homes, pleased with what we had 
seen and heard. 

Mr. C.’s Journal concludes on the 6th of 
June, 1821, just before Captain Grimes 
left the island.

Extracts from the Quarterly Reports, (Nov.: 
1820.) 

With respect to our outward circumstan- 
ces, we have been blest with peace and 
tranquility; we meet with no opposition in 
our work, but such as arises from the cal- 
lous nature of the unrenewed heart, which 
nothing can penetrate without the invinci- 
ble energies of the Spirit of God. We 
much need your continued prayers for the 
Spirit’s influence, to acompany our en- 
deavours for the good of these people, and 
to rouse us in the midst of such an out- 
ward calm, lest we be lulled to repose in 
the arms of carnal security. 

We were prevented from holding our last 
quarterly meeting, by the absence of Brother 
Henry, at Taheite, attending on Brother 
Bicknell in his last illness, and paying the 
last kind offices to those who have borne 
the heart and burden of the day—circum- 
stances with which you are already but too 
painfully acquainted. Two of our valuable 
seniors, the brothers Tessier and Bicknell, 
are called from the field of labours and of 
honour, in the short space of a fortnight, 
to enjoy their rest and reward. By this 
stroke a station is broken up, a large field 
left for cultivation, and an infant chureh 
left without a pastor. 
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We have added, at different times, to our 
utle church, since cur last accounts, forty, 
and restored one to communion who had 
been suspended for false speaking. We 
have baptized, since that time, ninety-four 
adults; also their children. 

We have the translation of the Books 
of Joshua and Judges in hand, which will 
probably be some time before it be accom- 
plished. 

May the Lord the Spirit give efficacy to 
our attempts for the weliare of the world, 
and the glory of God. So that the “ light 
ef the Moon shall be as the light of the 
Sun, and the Jight of the Sun shall be 
seve nfold, as the light of seven days.” 
Then Sin and Satan, with the seat of 
their throne Idolatry, shall shrink ito the 
shade before their glorious beams. 


Funeral of Mr. Bicknell. 


Mr. Platt, in other letters, thus writes: 
—We have lately lost two of our veterans 
{Bicknell and ‘Tessier)—a gloomy dispen- 
sation indeed—cut off in the midst of ap- 
parent usefulness—a large congregation— 
a thronged school—a large population, 
locking up to them as their spiritual guides 
—left destitute !*; and Mrs. Bicknell left a 
widow, with five children. 

The pe ople were very much grieved at 
the loss of their teacher (Mr. Tessier,) but 
when Mr. Bicknell decame dangerously 
il], many of them could hardly tear them- 
selves from the house. T hey began to 
think theimselves chargeable with some 
ereat crime, for wiieh God thus visited 
them. And when the ordinance of the 
Lord’s Supper was administered by Mr. H. 
on the Sabbath before his death, there was 
scarcely a dry eye in the place. 

When his corpse was about to be remov- 
ed to Eimeo, all the people followed it to 
the water side; and when they could fol- 
low it no further, they stood, and gazed 
and wept, till the boat was far olf at sea. 

The corpse was brought hither on the 
morning of our Missionary Prayer Meet- 
ing; after which, our people went te feteh 


the body, which was carried by members cf 


the church, and followed by a great nuin- 
ber of people. After the interment, the 
people, of their own accord, paved the 
grave over neatly with stones, and strew ed 
on the top white coral, which has an agree- 
able appearance.

TAMUL AND MALAYALIM MISSION, 

The Missionaries in this country hays 
transmitted to the Directors a printed Re- 
poit of their proceedings, from which the 
following account is extracted :-— 

Travancore is divided into 30 districts, in 
two of which only is the Tamal language 
well known. This part of the country ori- 
ginally belonged to the Carnatie, and most 
of its manners and eustems are similar to 
those of the Caromandel coast. Nan- 
chanaudu is the general name of the two 
districts, Agatesurum and Toavalla, which 
are at the Southern extremity of Travan- 
core, as well as that of the Indian Peninsula. 
In this renvote corner, several hundred fam- 
lies have publicly renounced idolatry, and 
no longer sacrifice to devils, which they 
had been accustomed to do for ages. Many 
of the people are interesting characters, : 
while others are less promising. It would f 
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not be safe to say more at present. Every sf 
one acquainted with the native character u 
is aware how difficult it is to detect hypoc- 2 
risy where there is a settled determination . i 
to deceive. We think it advisable, there- S Pp 





fore, to be cautious, lest the Society and 





































the Christian world should think more has t 
been effected than is really the case. The $ 
encouragements with regard to this people, t 
compared with their idolatrous neighbours, 0 
are numerous. ‘They are brought under } 
Christian instruction, tanght the doctrines a 
and daties of the Gospel, and submit to re- 
proof when charged with conduct incon- 
sistent with the profession they have as- p 
sumed. The children and young people 0 
are the most hopeful of the whole, while tl 
some who have been baptized at the ad- C 
vanced ages of 80 and 90, have departed a 
this life with the simple, and, we trust, sin- 
cere declarations of their faith and hope ot 
salvation through the Redeemer. Igno- 
rance and poverty are two great barriers, g 
though not the only ones we have to con- al 
terd with, in conveying instruction to this Ce 
people. Perseverance is nx ecessary, but we " 
are persuaded of ultimate and complete ni 
success. R 
SOUTH TRAVANCORE SEMINARY. 
This institution is becoming increasing- P 
ly interesting, and we seize the present a. 
opportunity to state its plan and progress of 
thus far. fr 
The great object of this school is the P , 
communication of religious and usetu! " 
knowledge. When a_ boy leaves the sem a 






inary we shall be able to say, “ from a child 
thou hast known the holy Scriptures, whieh 
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are able to make thee wise unto salvation.” 
Many of the children not only read the Bi- 
ble with fluency, but from being constantly 
examined as to the contents of the chap- 
ter, are able to give a good account of what 
they read. The next object of the institu- 
tion is literature and languages, to be ex- 
tended as far as our peculiar circumstances 
will admit. We have elementary books to 
translate and print before we have even the 
materials necessary to put this part of our 
plan in operation. Books and treatises in 
every branch of useful knowledge will be 
an acceptable present to the institution; 
likewise maps, globes, mathematical and 
astronomical instruments, &c. 

The languages to be taught are the Eng- 
lish, Tamul, Malayalim, and Sanscrit. 
Should any of the children hereafter mani- 
fest suitable dispositions and qualifications 
for the ministerial office, they will be placed 
under the charge of one of the missionaries, 
and pursue a course of study that will qual- 
ify them for the right discharge of that im- 
portant work, which of course would in- 
clude an acquaintance with classical and 
theological knowledge on a respectable 
scale. This will give rise, we hope, in time, 
toa Mission College for the South of India, 
on the liberal principles of the London 
Missionary Society, which shall be open to 
all who present satisfactory evidences of 
zenuine piety. 

There are 30 boys in the Seminary, the 
present limited number; the expenditure 
of which is defrayed out of the produce of 
the mission lands. The school could be 
considerably enlarged if the funds would 
admit of it. 


READERS. 


We beg to acknowledge with the liveliest 
gratitude, the assistance which the Directors 
and other friends of the Society have re- 
cently extended to this mission. Seventeen 
readers are appointed to their work, and 
have commenced their labours. They are 
gone forth with the Scriptures and other 
good books in their hands, and have read 
themto many. Their designation has in- 
fused new life into the Mission, and filled 

"our minds with the pleasing anticipations 
ol the benefits which are likely to result 
‘rom their labours. In a future Report we 
shall give some account of their attempts 
(0 diffuse a knowledge of the Scriptures 
‘Mong their countrymen. Several of the 
eldest scholars belonging to the Seminary, 
‘io have been for some time in the habit 
‘l catechising and reading the Scriptures 
inthe surrounding villages, are now ap- 
pointed readers, under the immediate di- 
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rection of the Missionaries. ‘They will re- 
ceive theological instruction with the other 
readers, all of whoin require their stock of 
knowledge to be enlarged. ‘This will no 
doubt be gratifying to the Subscribers, for 
there is every rational ground to hope, from 
the character of the persons employed, with 
the blessing of the Great Head of the 
Church, many will become very efficient 
labourers in the field of Missionary exer- 
tions.

BOMBAY. 
Ravages of the Cholera Morbus. 

In a letter from the Rev. Henry Davies 
to the assistant Secretary of the Church 
Missionary Society, dated Bombay, June 
2, 1821, an affecting account is given of 
the ravages, in that place, of the malady 
which has proved so fatal in many parts of 
India. He writes:— 

My spirits have been greatly depressed, 
for some days past, by the awful ravages of 
the Cholera Morbus. This dreadful dis- 
ease has been, for some weeks, raging in 
all directions; but it did not appear in Bom- 
bay till about a fortnight ago; and, on the 
28th of last month it entered the barracks, 
in which the Bombay European Regiment 
is quartered, and in three days I foilowed 
to the grave 32 persons; 5 more were buri- 
ed yesterday, and the work of death is still 
going ou. Oh! that He, who ever lived to 
make intercession, would stand between 
the living and the dead, that the plague 
might be stayed! 

I have seen every case which has been 
admitted into the Hospital. Never have } 
witnessed any thing more heart-rending. 
Young men, stout and healthy, brought in 
in the morning, and dead in the evening ! 
One can hardly conceive any thing moe 
dreadful, than the awful realities of Eter- 
nity developing themselves in such an un- 
expected manner to numbers, who thought, 
if they thought on the subject at all, that 
the period was far distant. 

The disease has been such as, in by far 
the greater number of instances, complete- 
ly to defy every human effort. The reme- 
dies applied, though the most powerful that 
can be imagined, have entirely failed. One 
circumstance is very striking, that, with the 
exception of two cases, the men were, to all 
appearance, in perfect health, the moment 
before they were attacked: some of them 
were taken ill while on parade, and some 
while lying on their beds: several of them 
having eaten hearty breakfasts at 8 o'clock. 
have been screaming in agony, and brought 
co death’s door, by 10 or 11. 












































CEYLON MISSION. 
From the Missionary Herald. 


EXTRACTS FROM THE JOURNAL OF DR. 
SCUDDER. 

July 5,1820. To-day I commenced the 
pleasing work of recommending the Sav- 
iour to the perishing heathen of Panditeri- 
po. Have been visited by the head man of 
the parish and some others. 

7. This morning commenced prayer with 
the coolies* and other workmen. 

10. Yesterday morning preached at Pau- 
diteripo, for the first time. There were 
present 30 men, beside a number of child- 
jen. After service, I went to Tillipally, 
ana united with the brethren in the obsery- 
ance of the Lord’s Supper. In the after- 
noon, preached by the way-side to numbers, 
who are flocking to one of their celebra- 
ted temples. This is the time of the year 
in which the great adversary of souls en- 
deavours, in a peculiar manner, to strength- 
en his kingdom ; ; but we trust the day is 
not for distant, when this people will bow 
their knees to Jesus, and own him Lord of 
all. 

In the course of the last month, I was en- 
abled to engage, as an interpreter, a young 
man of one of the first heathen families in 
the district. He came to study English 
with Mr. Poor, three years ago, with the 
express intention of becoming hereafter an 
interpreter to government. He was then 
of a proud spirit, and was a bigotted hea- 
then. Within the last year, his attention 
has been particularly directed to divine 
things. He seemed very anxious to become 
iny interpreter, urging, thatif he went away 
from us, he was fearful he should forget 
what he bad already learned concerning the 
vreat plan of salvation through a crucified 
Redeemer. 

12. ‘This morning was visited by several 
Catholics. My interpreter read to them 
the account of the birth, crucifixion, and 
resurrection of our Lord. When they left 
me, they expressed a strong desire to hear 
more of the Saviour. 

Heathen Worship at Nellore. 


18. In consequence of having been de- 
tained at Jafinapatam, by the illness of Mr. 
Hooper, I went last evening, in company 
with Mooyart, and Mr. Knight, to the great 
heathen temple at Nellore, and witnessed 
some of the abominations of paganism. The 
idols had been carried from place to place 
hefore the temple, during the former part of 
the evening; but as.it was late before we 
yeached the place, we saw nothing of the 
procession. But we saw enough to sicken 
* Rorters, or carriers. 
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the heart ;—enough to make us retire and 
weep, on account of the desolations which 
sin has made. Behind the idols were a 
number of poor deluded creatures prostrate 
on the ground, who had a short time before, 
been rolling after the cars, as they moved 
from place to place. But one of the most 
disgusting sights presented to our view, was 
anumber of dancing girls, performing some 
of the ceremonies of their religion. An 
opinion is prevatent among many in Chris- 
tiatr countries, that the heathen are fit sub- 
jects for the kingdom of heaven, even 
though they never embrace the Gospel. 
But the word of God will allow us to in- 
dulge no such opinion. It declares to us, 
that whore-nongers, idolaters, liars, thieves, 
and the workers of every abomination, have 
no part in the kingdom of heaven. 

The degradation of this people is so great, 
that no language we can use, will convey 
an adequate idea of it. From our own ob- 
servation we are constantly learning, that 
they have all gone out of the way ; that 
there is no one among them that doeth 
good, no not one. 


Establishment of the Mission Family at 
Panditeripo. 

. The room, which is designed event- 
ually for a medicine room, being finished, 
Mrs. Scudder removed from Tillipally to 
this place. We have much reason to re- 
member the kindness of Mr- and Mrs. Poor 
to us; and we take our leave of that station 
with the full assurance, that the Great 
Head of the Church will continue to bless 
them in that work, in which they are so 
devotedly engaged. 

We consider our situation as peculiarly 
solemn, when we reflect that the immortal! 
souls of a,whole parish* are committed to 
our charge ; and that,, if we be unfaithful, 
their blood will be required at our hands. 
This consideration, we trust, will induce 
the followers of the Divine Redeemer to be 
earnest in their tmtercession at the throne 
of grace for us. 


Arrival of Hr. Garrett. 


Aug. 9. Went in company with Mr 
Poor to Point Pedro, to meet Mr. Garrett. 
We were much delighted to hear, that the 
cause of the Redeemer contimved to flour- 
ish in our native land. 

2. This morning we had between sixty 
and seventy at morning prayers. “A num- 
ber of them were sick. We think it a large

the institutions of Christianity are forgoiten. 
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congregation when we can assemble so ma- 
ny, independent of the beysin our schools. 
If we should sit down at our ease at home, 
and preach two er three times a week, we 
should see but few people. ‘This renders it 
absolutely necessary for the missionary of 
the cross to go out into tke high ways and 
hedges, to visit from house to house, warn- 
ing and exhorting the people to flee from 
the wrath tocome. To labour in this man- 
ner is often a trying duty ; owing in part, 
1o the awful stupidity of the people, to the 
relaxed state of our bodies from the heat of 
the climate, and doubtless much more to 
that deadness and dullness in divine things, 
under which we have to groan from day to 
day. But we believe, if we do not thus 
jabour, we are unfit for our high and holy 
calling. We believe, that we are in the 
places of more faithful men ; and, what is 
beyond conception dreadful, the blood of 
this people willbe found in the skirts of our 
garments, at that day when we must render 
an account of our stewardship. 

I prescribe for the sick at an early hour 
every morning, and have prayers and con- 
versation with them before I administer to 
their wants. I find it an excellent time to 
compare their situation with what it will be 
in eternity, if they do not accept of the on- 
ly sacrifice for sin. I hope that proper sup- 
port will be given to our hospital, and med- 
icines largely furnished, that I may not be 
prevented from recommending the Saviour 
to many whe come from a distance, and 
who would otherwise, perhaps, never hear 
his precious name. Many females come 
for medical advice, and thus are obliged, 
at least once, to attend the house of prayer.* 


Visit of Mr. Mooyart. 


14. J. N. Mooyart, Esq. the true friend 
of all who love our Lord Jesus Cheist, 
spent the Sabbath with us yesterday. He 
appeared to be deeply sensible that a wide 
door is opened, by the use of medicine, to 
spread the Gospel among the people. I 
mention this circumstance with the hope, 
that hereafter missionaries. will devote a 
portion of their time, if circumstances ad- 
mit, to the study of medicine, but particu- 
larly of surgery. The performance of sur- 
gical operations make a strong impression 


*I have lately been distributing tracts to 
such as can read, among those who come for 
medical advice By this means the Gospel will 
reach many places, where the voice of the 
missionary is never heard. As I have no prin- 
ted tracts, I am obliged to use those which are 
written on the Olla Aad in many instances 
they are preferable.

upon the minds of the natives ; as very lit- 
tle operative surgery isknown among them. 
23. Prescribed medicine to more than 
fifty persons this morning. 
27. This morning had a congregation 
of more than 100 persons. Between 10 
and 20 women were present. 


Superstitious Fears of the Natives. 


Sept. 2. One of the rooms of the house 
being nearly finished, we removed into it 
this afternoon. This morning some of the 
people in the hospital were very much ter- 
rified in consequence of having heard a 
noise in the night. ‘This noise was occa- 
sioned by my endeavouring to drive away a 
rat, which was eating the ollas of the roof. 
They suppose that the devil was really 
here. I mention this as one of the instan- 
ces of the superstition of this people. They 
are much afraid of the devil; and as they 
believe that he resides in the banyan trée, 
they erect temples under these trees, in 
which they worship him. There are two 
temples of this description near me. 

Religious Services among the Boys. 

Sabbath 3. This morning after service, 
when I had retired to my study, I heard the 
voice of one of the heathen children, (Dan- 
iel G. Gautier,) at prayer. I went near 
their bungalow, and truly my soul was de- 
lighted when [ learned that at this time of 
the day they were assembled for divme 
worship. If those, who support these child- 
ren, could have witnessed this scene, they 
would have lifted up their voices to praise 
God, that he ever put it into their hearts to 
support them. 


Various Missionary Labours. 


5. This morning I adopted a plan, which 
I hope may be attended with the divine 
blessing. I design to call aside one person 
daily, to converse and pray with him. The 
man with whom I conversed and prayed 
this morning, was apparently affected. He 
appeared to feel the force of truth. In the 
afternoon, proclaimed the name of Jesus in 
the highways. The people were attentive 
One man, who followed me from place to 

lace, repeatedly asked me how he could 
loa, that Jesus Christ would fargive his 
sins? He wished me to show him some 
sign to prove it. I told him, that if he 
would believe in Christ, and forsake his 
sins, he could then know that his sins wou'd 
be pardoned. 

17. Had a large congregation this mort - 
ing. Between 150 and 200 were present. 
Preached in the afternoon at Vardealadi 
poo, and, afterwards, at one of the native 
houses in the neighbouring village, to abaw 
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70 persons. After service we were treat- 
ed with rice-cakes, oranges, and cocoanut 
water. in consequence of having so large 
a congregation, 1 appointed meeting there 
again on the ensuing Sabbath. 

24. Preached on the parable of the 
sower, to nearly 200 persons of whom 40 
were women. Adnfinistered medicine to 
00 persons. 

28. in consequence of a previous appli- 
cation to W. H. Huoper, Esq. a bazar (mar- 
kett) was this day commenced at this place. 
It will give me an opportunity at some fu- 
ture time to preach to many people. 

30. ‘This morning L was visited by the 
father of my interpreter, and one of the most 


respectable and emiment men, in point of 


inthe country. [hada leng con- 
versation with him ou the subject of reli- 
gion. le endeavored to lay the’ blame 
of his sins on God, as it was by his power, 
that man performed every action. 1} en- 
deavored to convince him that he could 
not exculpate himself thus, and apparent- 
ly at last succeeded. 

During the mouth, [ have established 
schools at Surlepurum, Matherkel, Ma- 
keapperty, and at this place. 

On occasion of being obliged to decline 
taking children who applied for admission 
to the school, no provision having been 
made for their support, Dr. Scudder en- 
ters in his journal an expostulation, of 
which the following is the substance:] 

“ It is a most mournful consideration that 
so little is done for the cause of missions. 
The heathen are going down to the grave 
ignorant of the Gospel, by millions every 
year, and yet many who profess to love 
the Saviour, and to obey the great com- 
mand to de to others, as they would Wish) 
others to do to them, do not contribute a far- 
thing of the substance, which God has given 
them, for the salvation of these perishing 
immortals. Is it thus, that the friends 
of the blessed Redeemer repay him for his 
kindness tothem ? When so many hea- 
then children migitt' be plucked from 
idolatry, are professed Christians unwilling 
to allor ‘da small annual stipend for so 
greatan object ? What excuse can Chris- 
tians render, in the great day of account, 
that the word of Life has not been sent to 
the millions, who are now dying without it ? 
Alas ! When they find it impossible to clear 
theimselyes trom guilt in this matter, they 
will stand speechless before God. 

“Can it be, that the present state of 
things isto continue? Are Christians who 
have sworn allegiance to the Saviour at his 
table, to live in violation of one of his pos- 
commands? When a heathen is 
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brought to the knowledge of divine truth 
how must he be astonished when he learns, 
that Christians have neglected the heathen 
world so long. With wonder he asks the 
question: “ Why has not the Gospel, in 
compliance with divine command, been 
sent to every nation and people under 
heaven?” WHeasksin vain. No answer 
can be given.” 

These paragraphs were written when 
the Treasury of the Board was suffering 
embarrassments from which it has since 
been relieved in a great measure ; and when 
Dr. Scudder had not heard of the provision, 
which had been made for many children to 
be educated in the families of the Ceylon 
mission. Stull, thethoughts, which are here 
suggested, deserves the solemn considera- 
tion of all professed Christians. The same 
embarrassinent of the Treasury, even in re- 
gard to the support of missions now exist- 
ing, will recur, unless prevented by the 
continual voluntary offerings of protessed 
Christians. And as to the boundless field 
of missionary labour, which is yet unex- 
plored, what shall be said ?

The amount of Missionary labor con- 
tained in this account is nearly 800 weeks. 
The Missionaries, on an average, preach 
about five times a week, besides attending 
conferences, prayer ncetings, church meet- 
ings, and the various occasions of religious 
worship and instruction to which they are 
called. They ave also in the constant 
practice, as required by their instructions, 
of attending funerals, visiting families to 
impart religious instruction, They are re- 
quired to pay particular attention to the 
rising generation ; and for this purpose 
they visit schools, and seek for convenient 
opportunities to catechise and instruct chil- 
dren and youth. In short, it is their duty, 
and we believe the Missionaries of this So- 
ciety usually act under such an impression, 
to consider it their privilege, to make known 
to their fellow men the truths and blessings 
ofthe great salvation. 

All the Missionarics speak of their kind 
reception wherever they go, of the strong 

sentiments of gratitude e xpressed by the 
inhabitants to them, .0 the Missionary So- 
ciety, and. to the people of this state, for 
these labou:s of love. Some individuals 
are found, and, occasionally some settle- 
ments, who do not give the Missionaries a 
welcome reception, but they are few. And 
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it is generally found that passing them by, 
according to the Saviour’s direction, produ- 
ces a powerful, and salutary effect. All the 
Missionaries have pressing applications 
from most of the places that they visit, for 
a greater portion of their labours than they 
can consistently afford. In their commu- 
nications with the Society, they speak of 
the great want of additional missionary la- 
hourers in all the places of their employ- 
ment. 

The greater partof the Christian church- 
e3, 1 ail our new settlements, owe their 
origin to missionary Jabour. Many have 
been formed during the past year. Mis- 


cionaries often take the pastor: al ¢ harge of 


these infant churches, ministering to the 
congregation for a part of the tine, while 
the residue i is employed in the missionary 
«rvice. In this way, the new settlements 
have many more able and faithful minis- 
ers resident among thei, than they could 
otherwise, have been expected. "I‘hus tke 
standard of salvation is erected, amid a- 
hounding error and darkness, and, through 
the divine blessing, will be leng and stead- 
ily defended. The benighted “pilgrim has 
alight on which he can fix his anxious eye, 
which will direct his soul in the way to Gad. 
We have new to observe, that the opera- 
tions ef this Society are greatly circum- 
scribed, by the want of funds. While 
‘the most urgent applications for missionary 
aid are constantly received from all parts 
of the new settlements, and men well qual- 
ified for the service can be obtained, we are 
obliged to turn away our eyes, from souls 
realy to perish. Every year enlarges ihe 
missionary field, in our new settlements, 
and furnishes increasing evidence of the 
utility of the object. And the means used 
jn Our country to supply this demand, are 
far from a proportional increase. Mest 
Missionary Societies, whose object is to sup- 
ply the destitute parts of our own country, 
have a feeble support ; the resources of this 
Society are not greater pow than they 
were twenty years ago. It will be seen by 
the Treasurer’s Report, accompanying this 
Narrative that the expenditures for the 
year past, amounted to $6535,24 while the 
receipts, for every source were but $5205 
87. So urgent has been the call for mis- 
sionary labour and such the virtual pledge, 
of the Society to the numerous congrega- 
tions which have settled ministers, relying 
on this institution to employ them a part 
of the time, that the Trustees have felt it a 
duty to apply to current expenses a part of 
the funds of the Society, which were ex- 
pected to continue a permanen: resource 
for the missionary service 
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We have often endeavoured tospread the 
wants of the new settlements befor > God 
And we find a veviving confidence in the 
recollection of the faithfulness of Hii who 
appeared to Abraham on the mount of sac- 
rifice, by the name of Jehovah-Jireh, the 
Lord will provide. 

We are therefore encouraged to entreat 
the benevolent people of the state to consid- 
er the case of Tur Misstonary Society 
oF Connecticut. One, not the least hon- 
ourable, or important, of the benevolent in- 
stitutions of the state. ‘The gracious smiles 
of Heaven have eminently rested upon it, 
and made ithighly instrumental in conve rt- 
ing souls to Christ, and rearing the sacred 
fabric of the American charch. We feel 
a confidence in saying that, no application 
ef the means of grace in our country, for 
thirty years past of equal labour and ex- 
pense, has had greater success. 

We are deeply sensible of the various 
and pressing calls ef Christian charity that 
are constantly made upon the comunity. 
The great objects for which these calls sre 
made deserve all the regard which they re- 
ceive, and have our prayer to God that his 
blessing may rest. upon them.

To- 
day we have received another official letter 
from the Domestic Secretary of the Board

billious fever. 


Return of Mr. Fuller, and sickness of his 
wife and of Mr. Chapman. 


Friday, Sept. 21. Brother Fuller arri- 
ved early this morning, with a letter from 
Brother Dodge, Superintendent of the 
Great Osage Mission, announcing his 
marriage. The following is an extract : 
“The circumstances of the connexion form- 
ed between Brother Fuller and Sister How- 
ell, may at the first moment surprise you, 
on account of their short aequaintance ; but 
on a second reflection, you may view it as 
one of the features of Missionary enterprise 
which marks the present day. Under all 
circumstances, we all consider it to be a 
plain dictate of Providence. Brother Ful- 
ler left his wife and brother Chapman, to- 
gether with a fellow traveller, sick, about 
60 miles distant. We immediately sent 
provisions and medicine for their comfort, 
and a man with horses to assist in bringing 
them home. . We would view the hand of 
Providence in forming this connexion, and 
be thankful for some additional female as- 
sistance, not doubting that the Board will 
appove of what has taken place.” 

Saturday, Sept. 22. Only four of our 


seven hired men, have been able to labour - 


during the past week. 

_ Lord’s Day, Sept. 23. Doctor Palmer 
lies very low. His disorder is the billious 
remittent. He has been exercised with 
much pain. May God appear for his re- 
lief. How can we part with this Brother. 
Our circumstances, to our view, render a 
physician indispensable.

Arrwal of the sick and weary Travellers. 


Thursday, Sept. 27. Brother Chapman 
and brother and sister Fuller, to our un- 
speakable joy, arrived this morning. Since 
9 o’clock last evening, the rain has fallen 
incessantly. Our friends were overtaken 
by darkness in the middle of a prairie, and 
were unable to pursue their course. With- 
out fire, without food, excepting a morsel 
of raw meat, without any covering but their 
blankets, and in tae midst of the heavy 


rain, they lay down upon the grass, and 


waited for the morning dawn. Sufferings 
like these are enough, it would seem, to 
wear out the strongest constitution. Al- 
though drenched and soaked with water, yet 
blessed be God, they have reached home in 

a comparatively comfortable state of heaith. 

Brother Chapman began to mend beiore 

they left the encampment where they re- 

mained while brother Fuller came for pro- 

visions and medicine. He reached them 

on Sabbath morning, having been absent 

four days. Sister Fuller has been enabled 

to endure this fatiguing journey with great 

fortitude, although some days she was so 

much indisposed as to be scarcely able to. 
keep her seat upon the horse. They have 

been sixteen days in accomplishing a jour- 

ney of 160 miles. More than half the time 

they were obliged to lie by on account of 
sickness and rain. But, through abound- 

ing mercy, they, with their packages, have 

all arrived in safety. It has been to all the 

family a season of joy and gladness. An- 

other Sister is added to our number. Thus 

God is restoring the breach, which he was 

pleased to make upon us, during the last 

year. “QO the depths of the riches both of 
the wisdom and the knowledge of God.” 





CAUSE OF THE JEWS. 


AMERICAN SOCIETY FOR MELIORATING 
THE CONDITION OF THE JEWS. 


Nearly two years have passed, since this 
Society was incorporated by the Legislature 
of the State. ‘To the present time, the Direct- 
ors have been principally occupied in opening 
a correspondence, and preparing the way for 
future operations. A circumstance, under the 
direction of Providence, bas unexpectedly oc- 
curred, which it is hoped, will give a powerful 
impulse to the exertions of tbe Board. and ex- 
cite in all classes of the Christian community 
a lively interest in the concerns of the Institu- 
tion.

ADDRESS TO THE BOARD BY COUNT Voy 
DER RECKE. 
[ Translated by Rev. Mr. Shaeffer.] 


Beloved Brethren, in Christ Jesus ?—Blessed 
be the Lord and praised be his holy name, 
that he has moved your hearts also, tu consid. 
er with love and care the forsaken house of 
Israel, and to publish the comforting Gospel 
unto those, who for more than 1800 years have 
been destitute, like erring sheep, without priest 
and without ephod. 

It elevated my heart with joyful gratitude, 
when I learnt the object of your Soviety ; that 
you had found an Asylum tor the wanderiug 
people of promise 

For some years past | have also been con. 
strained by the love of Christ, to labour among 
the Jews, and, though not without obstacles 
and afllictive experiences, and scorn and oblo- 
guy of the world, yet, thank God, and not 
entirely without success 

Amid my various attempts to promote a 
more rapid extension of christianity among 
the Jews, one and the same difliculiy continu- 
ally opposed me: “ Cast out by Jows, and not 
received by Cliristians, bow shall we support 
ourselves atter our Conversion ?? 

Many consequently resolved, in their bearts 
to be Christians, and yet to abide by the ex- 
ternal profession of the Jews, until a more fa- 
vourable opporiunity should offer itself to 
them. But in this situation, fraught with dan- 
ger, in which they should as little avail them- 
selves of the Christian means of grace unto 
(he strengthening and quickening of their faith, 
as of the intercourse with true Christians, 
many had their bark of faith wrecked, and 
they sunk again into their tormer indifference 
towards the state of theirsouls Should these 
unfortunate persons, bowever, be delivered 
from the ocean abounding with dangerous 
shelves, should they be gained unto intellectu- 
al life, they must be received into the bosom 
of the Christian church, and a situation must 
be provided for them, where if not free from 
care, they might nevertheless enjoy a stute of 
existence more exempt from perplexity. 

Iu order to attain this end, we received 
some, as far as circumstances and our lim- 
ited sphere allowed, into our own dwell- 
ings, and into the Asylum for -orphans and 
children of eriminals; and others were 
provided with situations for the purpose of 
lea ning some of the mechanic arts. 

Having gained some information from a!! 
these various experiments, it is decidedly ob- 
vious to me, that the salvation of Israel can- 
not be outwardly promoted by any better 
wctbod, than the tounding ofa sort of Colony, 
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i, which Agriculture and Manufactures should 
ysist each Other; connected with this, there 
chould be an Institution for the education of 
both sexes of Israelitic children, a catechetical 
school, or school of instruction in the Chris- 
tian evangelical doctrines of faith, for those 
adult Jews who might join the Colony ; as 
well as a regular school for instruction ia vari- 
ous kinds of workmanship, so that the Jews 
might no longer be exposed to their pursuit of 
trafic and concomitant corruption, but be 
trained unto a life of industry. 

And in reliance upon the Almighty aid of 
God, | have determined to found such a Colo. 
ny, unto whieh my way bas been more espe- 
cially opened, by the work of faith which the 
Lord has through grace given me to periorm, 
yz the establishment of an Institution for the 
benefit of forsaken orphans and children of 
criminals, of which the accompanying plan 
and report will furnish you some idea 

As this work, however, has called into re- 
quisition all my pecuniary powers in order to 
accomplish something considerable for this 
stablishment, and as something of moment 
must be done in Germany before we can meet 
vith desirable aid, therefore, in consequence 
{ your Public Call, [ tura to you my dear 
rethren in the Lord; with the urgent prayer, 
hat though the ocean is between us, you would 
everiheless eatend to me your belping hand, 
a order that I may be enabled completely to 
pxecule this work,in one of the fiuest and 
iost suitable parts of Germany, in the vicinity 
bi the Rhine Consider ihe numerous ex- 
be ses Which such an establishment requires, 
ot land, buildings, and utensils for manufac- 
ures; aud promote by energetic support, a 
abour of love, which, without your aiding 
rm would perhaps not flourish before the ex- 
biration of at teast the first ten years. 

Many Jews in Germany, who bave embrac- 
J Christianity, and who are familiar with arts 
ud trades, are ready to devote themsclves to 
uch a work, for the salvation of their people, 
ad wait with the most ardent desire to enter 
isuch wise upon a course of active employ- 
bent, 

To convince you the more effectually, my 
eloved brethren in the Lord, of the bigh in-

ADDRESS TO THE BOARD BY MR. JaA- 
DOWNISKY. 
[Translated by the Rev. Dr. Milledoller.| 


The Board being already acquainted with 
the objected of my mission, from the letter of 
Count von der Kecke, von Volimarstein. I 
doubt not but they will heartily approve the 
Christian disposition manifested by that No- 
bleman, iu the establishment of the Society 
of Friends to Mau—-and especially of bis in. 
ferest in ihe salvation of Israel, evidenced not 
only in general exertions for their wellare, but 
in founding a settlement as a sanctuary, in 
which they are received and prepared for fu- 
ture usefulness. ' 

The undersigned trusts that this Board will 
not only approve the plan of the Count, in the 
organization of that settlement, but that they 
will also feel disposed to co-operate with him 
at Lis call, in the great work in which he is en- 
gaged, and to render such aid as may be in 
their power. 

It would be superfluous here to speak further 
of the importance of the work itself, or the 
claims of the Countto the aid be has request- 
ed. It is necessary, however, that the Board 
should be made acquainted with the difficul. 
ties that exist abroad in relation to the conver- 
sion of the Jews, and which not only obstruct, 
but threaten wholly to prevent the spread of 
Gospel light and of Gospel principles among 
them. In attempting this, and proposing 
means of counteraction, in a condensed form, 
I shall endeavour to show— 

1. ‘That the founding of a Christian Hebrew 
Colony, which may perbaps best be done In 
America, is the most ¢ ffectual measure that can, 
be devised to promote the eternal welfare ©: 
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that people, and to lay the foundation of their 
national conversion 

2 That a colony founded in America, if it 
shall not be seriously injured in its com. 
mencement, will need a preparatory station 
in Europe, which shall serve as a telegraph to 
the Jews in that quarter, and in which inqui- 
rers into truth, as well as those who have em- 
braced the truth, shall by previous and all man- 
ner of useful instruction, as well as trial of 
their character, be prepared for emigration 
to America 

5. That there are such important advantages 
connected with the station contemplated, or 
rather established by the Count in the vicinity 
of the Rhiue, as will render it the most eligible 
to answer the great purposes contemplated. 

Already in the year 1728, the labours of the 
Rev Pretessor Calienberg to spread Christian- 
ity among the Jews, were not in vain, He 
erected at Halle, in Germany, a Jewish Insti 
tution, and printed and circulated the Gospels 
of Mattbew and Luke, with other suitable 
tracts in Hebrew and Hebrew-German ; and 
we ‘earn from his Missionary, Stephen Shuze, 
who was employed trom 1733 to 1766, in trav- 
elling among the Jews in Europe, Asia, and 
Africa. that these wrilings were read by some 
of them with avidity; that many by these 
means were brought to serious reflection oa 
their situation, and that some were induced 
to make a public profession of Christianity. 

But it may be asked, what became of these 
converted persons, and of the writings cirew: 
Jated among them? | reply that being per- 
secuted by their brethren according to the 
flesh, they fed to countries where they were 
unknown, and lived and died in the Christians 
faith—and that the writings se extensively cir- 
culated among them were brought up by their 
opposing brethren, and committed to the 
flames ; so that solitary copies can only be 
found here and there in public libraries. The 
consequence was, that further information fa- 
vourable to Christianity could not be circulated 
among them, and the institution above men- 
tioned was discontinued. 


After alluding to the increasing interest 
manifested by Christians at the present day, 
and the favourabie disposition of the Jews in 
many places on the continent of Europe to re- 
ceive instruction, Mr. Jadownisky proceeds : 


Christians, friends of Israel, if you knew with 
me, what a rich harvest might be gathered 
among the Jews in Germany, and knew also 
how little bas thus far been done to effect it, 
you would weep aloud with me, as those did 
who are noted in Ezra iii. 12, when they saw 
and compared the foundation of the second 
temple with that of the first 

Of the many and different hindrances and 
difficulties to the knowledge and profession of 
Christianity among the Jews, | will only men 
tion some of those of which I have been an 
eye witness. To relate only a tew of those will 
he sufficiently grievous.

Missionaries therefore, and minister, 
when Israelites, by the influence of the Holy 
Spirit, are awakened by their conversion o& 
preaching, and open their hearts to them, an 
placed in the most distressing dilemma.

How many Israelites, whose heart is touch 
ed by the Gospel, and who feels a desire of it 
struction, in not knowing whither he shall 9 
falls into the hands of such nominal Christian 
and finding himself deceived in the expect 
tions of an example in them worthy of tt 
Christian profession, is driven dack again 10 
Judaism.

In a letter of our beloved Mare to Pelt 
Diederichs, Director and Corresponding >“ 
retary of the Elberfield Missionary Society,# 
tera late Missionary excursion on the ar 
he observed, among other things “ General! 
1 may venture to say, that all the Jewish tea 
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ers in the whole vicinity of the Rhine, are in- 
clined to receive the Christian religion, if they 
only kaew how, as Christians, they should ob- 
tain their temporal support. The harvest in- 
deed is ripe, and requires only sunshine to 
rit.” 

Tadepenteut of difficulties of the above des- 
cription, the Jews themselves, on the other 
hand, are concerned to destroy every rising 

erm of Christian knowledge. They abuse 
and vility, not only in societies and in public 

rints, those who go out from among them, but 
associate to buy up and commit to the flames, 
all writings of every description, prepared and 
circulated among them for their illumination 
and conversion. 

On a view of the whole ground, beloved 
Christians, if we continue to employ former 
means for the conversion of the Jews, namely, 
the sending them Missionaries—the putting 
Christian writings into their hands—or in some 
instances employing such as have embraced 
Christianity, we may hope at most to have oc. 
casional and individual conversions ; but in 
such a procedure where are the means of ef- 
fecting any thing like national conversion ? 
And yet both prophets and apostles speak in 
the clearest manner of such a national conver- 
sion. Now as it is acknowledged tbal we can- 
not reap except we sow—so in view of nation- 
al conversion—the best physical means of its 
accomplishment are tc be devised and brought 
ino action. Inreturn to the first subject of 
consideration then, we may see that the plan of 
forming a Jewish Christian Colony, is not only 
calculated to meet and counteract the hin- 
drances and difficulties which have been above 
slated, but also to lay the foundation or pre- 
pare the way for national conversion. 

Sucha colony, reared in due deliberation 
and in wisdom, will serve as a rock on which 
every wave of opposition shall be broken, and 
become harmless. Missionaries and ministers 
will no more be in doubt how they shall act 
when Israelites open to them their hearts ; but 
will be placed in a situation in which with the 
most joyful sensations they may make known 
lo them the Gospel. 

Here will be a secure haven into which 
every Israelite, whose heart the Lord hath 
touched, may run for securily, and avoid the 
danger of falling into the hands of unchristian 
Christians, among whom his faith might suffer 
shipwreck. 

Such a colony would at the same time have 


the advantage of attracting the altention of the . 


Jews in all parts of the world, and serve as a 
constant fixed barrier against their attempts to 
put dowa every appearance of Christian know- 
ledge among them. The converted Jews of 
such a colony, especially when it should con- 
tain men deeply versed in knowledge of the 
things of the kingdom of God, would be in- 
clined by love to their brethren alter the flesh, 
fo maintain, on the subject of Christianity, a 
most profitable correspondence with them, and 
thus fay the foundation of their national con- 
version. 

Finally, it v ou'd serve ae a monitor and cor- 
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rector to the Jews in Roman Catholic, Ma- 
hometan, and Heathen lands, who have been 
thrown into confusion by the corruptions and 
false doctrines with whieh Christianity has 
been disfigured. Much were we rejoiced dur- 
ing the last year, when we received from one 
of your ministers, the Rev. Mr. Frey, a brother 
of the house of Israel, a printed account of 
your honoured Society, and its benevolent 
plan of forming a colony 

Long ago we had heard of the noble mind- 
edness of American Christians, and their wise 
zeal, in extending the kingdom of Christ, a- 
— all people and tongues And well might 
we also confide to them this glorious work, 
which many of the German brethren could on- 
ly wish for but had not, from the peculiar na- 
ture of their situation, the power to accom- 
plish * 

Every Christian therefore and friend of Is- 
rael, blessed their loving Redeemer when they 
received the intelligence, that he bad thus in- 
clined the hearts of his American people—and 
in their public as well as in their more private 
assemblies, they united in warm, and heartfelt 
thanksgivings for it to Almighty God. A colo- 
ny such as we have contemplated founded in 
America, for which such great and holy duties 
shall be required, will absolutely need, accord- 
ing to our, 


Second Proposilion, 


A preparatory school, on the old Continent. 
It is desirable, yea even necessary, that the 
future members of the American colony, at 
least by far the greater part of them, should be ° 
true and enlightened Christians, who in wis- 
dom and in love should lead and govern, and 
let their light shine before their bretbren ac- 
cording to the flesh who are walking in thick 
darkness. 

But how in any other way could we be so 
ceriaialy assured of their qualifications, as 
when its future members, having fist entered 
the preparatory schoo! has been trained there, 
have bad their characters tried, and their faith 
and growth in true Christian knowledge ascer- 
tained. It wiil also be nevessary for the colo- 
ny, to maintain a consiant correspondence, 
and religious intercourse with all the Jewish 
congregations of Europe, and how difficult 
would this be without having some station 
or centre of operation on the old continent. 

Convinced of this, Count von der Kecke, 
was induced to purchase for the sum of 20,000 
rix dollars, a tract of about 40 acres, with 
buildings, formerly used as a monastery, the 
whole encompassed by a wall, and to devote, 
and to commence preparing it fur such a sta- 
tion. Into this Asylum, Israelites that desire 
a knowledge of the truth can be received—can 
obtain instruction from a minister, provided 
for the purpose, and according to their dis- 
position and talents can be instructed in Agri- 
culture, in the Mechanic arts, or in Manuiac 
tures, or can cater upon preparatory studies lo

* Their difficulties arise from want of land 
as Well as from yxovernmental discouragement, 
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became teachers of schools or ministers of the 
Gospel. 


Third Proposition. 


And now passing on, let us contemplate 
the important advantages which this station 
will have over every other that can be propos- 
ed. 

Count von der Recke erected more than two 
years ago an Asylum under the name of the 
Society of Friends to Man, for the reception 
of forsaken orphans, and the children of crim- 
inals. The nature of the Institution may be 
Jearned from the first printed account now 
transmitted to this country. 

No sooner, in the course of its operations, 
were others called upon to assist in the work, 
than contributions in money and other val- 
uables were made from every part of Germa. 
ny, as weil as from distant parts of Poland and 
of Russia. 

The operations of the Society were also 
very much facilitated by a cabinet act of 
the King of Prussia, dated Nov. 2Ist, 1819 ; 
whereby such letters of the Society, as were 
immediately connected with their operations, 
were franked through every part of his do- 
roinions. 

Now as the conversion of the Jews forms 
a part of the labours of the Society of the 
Friends of Man, it will easily be perceived 
that the station of Count von der Recke will 
in this respect have a very great advantage ; 
and he bimself, descended from one of the 
most illustrious families in Germany, wil! bea 
faithful labourer in this vineyard of the Lord. 
Having studied economy, and prepared him- 
self for such an undertaking, he will not 
merely commit to others, but constantly su- 
perintend himself, this most interesting estab- 
lishment. 

The application of the Count to your breth- 
ren is entirely reasonable. He does not ask 
eontributions for a series of years, but that pres- 
ent help which will enable him fairly to bring 
this work into operation. On this subject | 
will use bis own words: “In great under- 
takings in Germany much must be done before 
patrovage can be induced.” Aid the Count, 
brethren, only so far, that he may bring his 
plan into operation, and there is ne doybt but 
that when manufactories are established, and 
agriculture and the arts are cultivated, and 
eonverted Jews are engaged in this station, 
that abundant help for its continuance and sup- 
port will flow in trom every part of Europe. In 
this case auxiliary institutions will be formed 
in all the great German cities, and especially 
in the seaports and in every part of Holland, 
who will gladly make it their duty to provide 
for the passing over to this country from the 
station above mentioned, all snch Israelites as 
shall be best qualified for the American colony. 

That liberal aid may be expected in this en- 
terprize trom the society in London tor spread- 
ing the Gospel among the Jews, we may the 
more earnestly hope, inasmurh as the Bible 
Societies of Germany and Holland will cheer- 
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fully undertake to furnish the Jews with p, 
bles and particularly with New Testamey:; 
in the Hebrew and Hebrew German lanoya,, 
es. So also every Tract Society Will fy 
nish them with tracts; and if each Society 
shall annually furnish only one Hebrew ¢ 
Hebrew German religious tract, the Word of 
God may by these means be richly extend. 
ed among the Jews. 

_ Finally, every Missionary Society will fee! 
itself bound as much to send Missionariss 
among the Jews, as among the Mahometan 
and heathens. By various helps drawn from 
various sources, great burdens will be takey 
off from the London Jewish Society, who 
having an annual income of £10,000 sterling, 
can do much for the American colony, as well 
as for the general extension of Christianity 
among the Jews. 

And now, beloved brethren, members of 
this Association, permit me to add to whit 
has been said, only a few words. You will 
perceive from the writings that L have brought 
with me, that we in Germany supposed that 
your Cclony was entirely organized. ‘Tiere 
are now, I perceive, considerable difficulties to 
be uvercome. and hindrances to be removed; 
among these the wants of a necessary corres. 
pondence and union with Germany in this 
work, has hitherto in no small degree re. 
tarded your progress 0 let us, then, in the 
exercise of faith in Him who is the giver of 
every good and periect gilt, put our hands 
to the work—yea, let us lay hold of it with 
vigour, and as we advance in its accom 
plishment, He who can give us more than we 
can either ask or think, will bless our steps, 
and direct them to his name’s glory. 

[The whole concluded with a fervent prayer 
for zeal, and for a divine blessing on all the |a- 
bours of God’s servants for evangelizing the 
world.]
